In 1901-03 he 
Toured Europe as a. pianist; however, 
lie retired In 3!t03 In order to devote 
hlniEcIf cxc!u.<iively to composition.

N. i:van!--, Scc-otary 
of the McGill Glider Club. addiCFS- 
Ing the second meeting of the club, 
which was held In the Kngiryjrlng 
Building' yesterday afternoon. 

InvestmeTit In tho"'type of glider 
chosen would not be a v.-iid gamble, 
It was pointed out, r^in'. ç the .s'jcccss 
of this glider had already often been 
proved. This class of glider was 
first built In Germany and the speci- 
fications were brought over from 
'here by a well-known Amrrican 
aeroplane ' company. The jilanc i.s 
buUt for a'siow take-off ana a high 
lift. 

Sfr. JEvons,' after demonstrating the 
make-up of tlie various parts of tiic 
glider, went on to show how tlic 
plane was flown. A shock-cord is at- 
tached to a hock undenieatli tho 
from sef.'tiun of the glider. I'our or 
'ivc men take hold of each, side of 
the cord and run forward, creating 
a tension in the cord.

Tlis proWom of India, which Is 
continually thrustlnjr Itself upon ti • 
attention of the llrliish .Government 
and is considered itpore pressing than 
that of any"ôtljiF' country^ will ' be 
disciissed in ah 'address,' "Caii There 
bo Peace in India", at tho People's 
Forum tomorrow night; Professor 
Ivdward Thompson, poet and novelist, 
will bo tho speaker.

In the la-gc machine shop many of 
tho partH, ^.uch as the sldc-rod?, 
links and v-ilvo-gcar are flni.shoil. 
Many of tho moving parts of ;i modern 
Icoomot'vo arc made, not of ordinary 
steel, but of .a n."ckcl -steel alloy. The 
p'ecso aro then lighter and toughn- 
than It they -were made ot steel The 
machine shop Is at present engaged 
in makln.'; windinij machinery for the 
new Wolland Can.tl. 

In tho forge shop steel b'llots are 
'heated. In furnaces and beaten to the 
shape ot axles, side-rods, cr.mk-pins, 
v.llve-rod.s and other forged pa-rts by 
hiree steam hammers. Tho products 
ot this department aro later ac- 
curately machined In one ot tho other 
shops. 

As the company ha.vo just finished 
an order tho boiler shop was very 
riiiiot when the party vis'ted It. Two 
small boilers under construction gave 
ono an-ldea of how'noify the place 
must bo when in filU' production. ' In 
this shop sheet steel Is cold rolled 
Into a cyl'uilrlcal Hliapo between 
great rollcr.t. Tho domes of boilers 
a:o stamped In a single operation from 
a red-hot sheet of steel. There are 
several In.çcnlous drills in tills sliop 
for driH'nçr the many rivet holes rc- 
aulrcd in a boiler plate. Punches are 
al.<^o used In some cases.

Por the final loiiKltudinai rivett'ni; of 
the shell a nmchino known as tii^' 
buller Is used.

Land and Labor 
Source of Wealth 
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GRABS AND THEIR ALMA MATER 

AN etiitorial in one of the Larger popular American magazines 
suggests that with the exaggerated importance often at- 
tached to undergraduate activities by students and public as 
well, the four years spent at university tend to become the high- 
light of a man's life. Everything he docs after he graduates is 
in the nature of anti-climax. The writer points out quite properly 
that as long as this iUu.sion continues, there is somelliing wrong 
with ihe commonly-accepted idea of the function of a college 
eduoiition. It should be regarded as the preparation for after 
life- and not as the be-all and the end-all. 

Nevertheless, one should not forget entirely one's under- 
graduate days in the effort to relegate them to tlieir proper place 
in the scale of values. It was with this in njind that we expressed 
the hope,recently that women graduates as well as men ought to 
have some way of maintaining their connection with î\IcGill 
after they graduate. Mr. G. B. Glassco, Secretary of the Grad- 
uates' Society of SIcGill University, reminds us that the way is 
now and long has been open for the women to give their indirect 
support to their Alma Mater. 

Mr. Glassco points out that both women graduates and past 
students are welcomed into membership by both the main body 
of the Graduates' Society as full privileged members, and also 
in branches in such large centres as Toronto, Ottawa, Quebec, 
Vancouver, Victoria, New York, Detroit, and Chicago. The 
Montreal Alumnae Society comprises about 300 members, mostly 
•^TcGîH graduates. The Montreal Branch Society automatically 
makes members of its own body all those women graduates who 
are resident in Montreal and who have joined the Alumnae So- 
ciety or the main body of the Graduates' Society. 

It is apparent that the organisation is not lacking which 
.will enable either men or women graduates to maintain their 
connection with McGiU. And they are showing their appreciation 
of this connection. 

In another part of this paper appears an announcement to 
■;hc effect that the jrraduates of McGill have for the past six 
•eai's been sending in subscriptions to the Graduates' Society to 
cound an endowment fund to be used to bring lecturers to the 
Jniversity to address the staff and tlie students. Prior to, the 
'oundation oi' this endowment fund, many graduates liad often 
vished to contribute sometliing to their Alma Mater, which 
might be used in research or in spreading the fame of the Uni- 
versity. However not being millionaires and not in a position to 
jivc ten or fifteen thousand dollars to the University they had 
.cf rained from giving anything whatsoever. 

Back in 1923 ihe Graduate Society of McGill Univer.sity 
.'ounded an endowment fund which was to be built up mainly on 
mall contributions from graduates- Today this fund has reached 
■55,000 and gives a yearly income of over $2,000. Many of the 
•.ubsci-iptions received were for amounts around $100, l>ut a coi'- 
.'ospondingly large numbei- were for fivt; and ten dollar.»,, and 
ome were even as low as one dollar. The average subscriptions 
about 14, which gives an idea of the amounts sent in and also 
•f the great number of donations that myst have been received, Kortificd, nb doubt, i,y their gods

(Conllniicd from page one) 
inches. Tho wheels aro forced on to 
tho .nxlo liy a hydraulic p.ess. The 
holes In tho wheels iiie eighteen onc- 
Ihousandlhs of an Inch smaller than 
tho diameter ot the axle. Tho tires 
which ara then put on the wheels arc 
machined to bo ono hundred nnd one 
one-thousandths ot an inch smaller 
Ir. Inner dlamelcr than tho wheels. 
The tires aro hcatc.l to redness. They 
expand and aro easily fitted over the 
wheels. On cooling they contract and 
grip the wheel lightly. As a further 
security retaining lings aro som?- 
t mcs pitt on to keep the t'ro f:om 
coming oft it it should break. 

Tho small fittings used in a loco- 
motive aro cast In th© Company's 
own foundry, Th« members were for- 
tunato in arriving "when costings 
wero being poured. Resides this grey 
iron foundi-y tlicro is alfio a foundry 
for aluminum and brass. 

Thero is also in the plant a wood- 
working shop, In which Interior 
finishings of tho locomotive cab arc 
built. Tho most Interesting part of 
tills department, 'o the vl.sitors at 
least, v.'as tho machine which drilled 
tif|iiare holes. 

Tho final assembling Is done in the 
erecting shops, Tho frame of tho typo 
of locomotive being built at present 
Is ono casting, o fwhich tho cylin- 
ders aro an Introgal par;. When 
finished and with lender Ihia C.l'.n.
